While our tests pick up human DNA, they cannot tell us the precise source of that DNA. 

The most likely cause is hair, skin, or fingernail that was accidentally mixed in during the 
manufacturing process. 

It is unlikely that human DNA is harmful to consumer health. In general, we consider human 
DNA a hygienic issue that degrades the quality of food more than a public health concern. 
Human DNA in products in our opinion speaks more issues of truth in advertising, pricing, 
and overall transparency. 

What most people don't know us that some amounts of human DNA may fall within an 
acceptable regulatory range. That means that some human DNA is often allowed, regulatorily 
speaking. The amounts we detected in our research all fell within the acceptable regulatory 
range as we understand them. 

Unfortunately some media have picked up on the presence human DNA in some products with 
disproportionate emphasis, compared to major issues like major pork substitution in pork-free 
products, which we ourselves consider to be the most alarming finding.

FYI that this report from a company that genetically tests food products is starting to make the 
rounds on social media, including trending on Facebook. The claim is that they found that 2% 
of the 345 hot dog samples comprised of 75 brands they tested had human DNA in them. 
Oddly 2/3rds of the vegetarian samples had them. Other results were that ingredients on the 
label didn’t match (including 10% of the vegetarian products contained meat) and samples had 
hygienic issues (split was 1/3 meat-2/3 vegetarian), although it was unclear if these met 
statutory thresholds. Their claim is while some of their findings may be permissible under the 
law, "our scientific disclosure allows you, as the consumer, to decide whether the variance or 
problems meet your personal standard in your buying decision."
